PRINCE BISMARCK WAS ALSO ATTACKED,

The Indications Are That the Duty Will Be Removed
From American Corn.

Bewris, Nov, 28 —The debate in the
Reichstaz on the budget to-day was un-
wentedly  lively. After Herr  Buhl
{National Liberal) had spoken in defense
of the policy pursued by Prinoe Bismarck,
during his tepure of office as Chancellor of
the Empire, and had commented adversely
upon the course adopted by Chancellor von
Caprivi, Herr Bebel, Socialist leader, eriti-
cised the rapid incresse of the Imperial
debt and of the army and navy appropria-
tions. He contended that it was inevitable
in the event of war that a number of the
German States should become bankrupt.

“Heow,” he asked, “conld such imwmense
masses of troops be long moved and fed.
Expressions had recently been used which
conveved to these masses of soldiers the
idea that they nught be employed not only
ope st a foreign foe, but also against an
enemy within the Empire. ™

Agitated murmurs from every part of the
house followed thie allnsion to the recent
utteranoe of the Emperor. Herr Bevel con-
tinuing, said that with every thousand new
recriits, socinl demoeracy was being more
nud more strongly infused into the army,
As Chaneellor von Qaprivi had pictnred
jourualists ns the only propagators of
unrest, he felt bound to say that many
orators were also eogaged in the work of
scitation, and cited as an instance the
epecch recently delivered at Erfurt by a
high personage.

The Emperor Not Subject to Criticism,

At this point the Viee President of the
Nicichistaz, Count Dallestrem, mterrupted
the speaker, refusing to wsllow the Em-
wror's speech to be subjected to criticism,

Patrick Dempsev, on Sugar Island, where
she lies on her deathbed. Mrs Demp-
sey is more than 80  years of
age.  She is the widow of Patrick
Dempsey, wn esteemed citizen of Newry,
who earried on the business of baker and
genernl merchant, and died 30 years ago.
Sinee his death Mre Dempsey bas con-
tinued the business, and has amassed 8 con-
siderable fortune. She has no children, but
a viece has been living with her for several
vears and is now carrying on the bakery

usingsas,

Mr=. Dempser has been extremely fond
of her nephew, Mavor Grant, ever since he
first visited her, 18 years ago, and she is
very proud of his extraordinary political
successes.  They have been in correspond.
ence ever sinee his first visit, and when she
reslized, two or three months awo, that her
end wus near, she sent & most urgent re-
quest for him to visit her before her death.
She has rallied considerably xince his ar.
rival and now caunot bear to have him
leave her presence,  She lins always said
that she would leave him the bulk of
her fortune, and it is generally believed
that her will is made in his faver. Mayor
Grant’s modesty of demeanor and courtesy
of munper have already mude him very pop-
vlar in Newry, He has many cousios and
other relations in the neighborhood, and
the old residents remember very well his
father, who sold his farm at Mayo DBridze,
in the vicinity, almost halt a century ago,
angd emigrated to Ameriea. Mayor Grant
intends to remain in Newry about s week
longer, and will then visit Belfast, where
he will be joined by Dock Commissioner
Crain, for an inspection of the dock system.

Commodore
Ronckendorft was the son of n Philadelphia
merchant, and entered the navy on
Februnry 17,1802, sis un nttache of the Experi-
ment, He wns commissioned a Lieutenant
in June, I3, and served on the frizate Con-
gress.  He was sent with dispatehes to the
Commander of the Pacific squadron, and
was attached to the latter sgnadron for two
vears. He was made a Commander in June,
1831, mand served with distinetion thronghout
tize Robellion in charge of ironclnds. He re-
oelved hi= commission as (ommodore in
1875, ufrer 41 vears of continuons service, and
retired the following year, He had been in
all parts of Lthe world, serving tor two yours
along the Africun cosst on the Portsmouth.
